standpoint of its public serv­ 
ice.

The eyes 
and the nose will take care of th em ­ 
selves too, unless some trouble de­ 
velops. 
But any abnorm ality of the 
eyes, the ears, the nose or the mouth 
should be reported to the doctor in ­ 
stantly. 
He will know w hat to do 
for them, and in m any cases such 
abnormalities, caught in time, pre­ 
sent little difficulty, but they may 
be serious if allowed to go on and 
develop. 
T he care of the genital organs is 
rath er im portant. 
Any swelling or 
redness 
of 
the 
parts 
should 
be 
brought to the attention of a doc­ 
tor. 
W ith little girls, 
great 
care 
should be taken to keep their o r­ 
gans clean at all times. 
W ith a boy, 
it is wise to ask the doctor whether 
or not he should be circumcised. If 
it looks as though this simple little 
operation is necessary, the sooner 
you do it the better. 
If it is done 
within the first few days 
of 
life, 
there isn’t anything to it. but if you 
wait until the child is partly grown 
it is very painful.
